hink of pro football as a violent 
game of chess. In chess, you start 
with the same pieces as your 
opponent. In the NFL, everyone 
starts the game with virtually the same 
offensive and defensive sets in their 
| playbooks. In fact, it’s such a copycat 
league that as soon as someone develops 
a new wrinkle, you can expect to see it 
in every team’s playbook by next week. 
So how do you gain a competitive 
advantage? The trick is to know when 
to dial up the right play. 


On second-and-10, a defense thinks 
| you're going to pass in order to make 
third down more manageable. They’re 
| putting more players into pass coverage. 
So the coordinator calls for a running 
play. When they work, you gain a 
chunk of yards to make it 
third-and-short and now 
you can run or pass for 
the first down. But right 
before the ball is snapped, 
their defensive backs sneak up to the 
line of scrimmage and stuff the run. 
And that’s when the boos start to 
rain down on the field. 


An offensive coordinator can turn 
himself into a star in this league if he 
starts calling deep passes on fourth- 
and-inches. He can also find himself

out of a job if he misses too many of 
them. The problem in the NFL is that 
coaches feel the same way as fans on 
this. There’s a machismo to the sport — “If 
the offense can’t get one yard, we don’t 
deserve to win.” So they line it up and try 
to run it down the defense’s throat. And 
if that defense knows you're running, 
they have an advantage. Defensive backs 
cheat to fill up gaps. They have more 
guys on the line of scrimmage than you 
do. And if you fail a few times, you start 
to punt the rock on fourth-and-inches.

No one can understand why a receiver 
runs a seven-yard route when a team 


| needs eight yards for a first down. But 


what TV doesn’t show is that the receiver 
usually does run past the first-down 
marker. Say it’s man-to-man coverage, 
and the receiver runs his route, but it 
takes the quarterback a split second too 
long to throw. If the receiver is waiting 
for the ball, he has to come back to it. He 
can’t take the chance that the defensive 
player will jump in front and intercept it.

A defensive back sat on the route, 
picked it off and returned it for a 
touchdown. Everything good we did in 
the first half was wiped 
out on one play. We never 
recovered and we lost 

the game. Our offensive 
coordinator took the heat 
for that play. And the next 
year, he was coaching in Dallas. 


When you run the prevent defense, it’s 
not a question of if the other team is 
going to score, but when. The defense 
has placed a protective seal around the 
field to keep the ball in bounds as long as 
possible. You're allowing the opposition 
to cut you up until they score. Then you 
hope nothing crazy happens on the 
kickoff. If you’re winning by less than 
two touchdowns, the prevent defense 
prevents you from winning. 


At least you're gaining yards and still 
have a chance to make a big play. If you 
stay behind the marker, it’s a potential 
turnover. The game is that precise.

Here, Eric Burns, author of The Spirits 
of America, explains how our founding 
fathers drank first and pioneered second. 


Thomas Jefferson “Jefferson 
certainly discussed ideas for the Declaration 
of Independence with friends and 
associates over alcoholic beverages,” Burns 
says. “He even wrote parts of it in a tavern, 
with a glass of wine next to his ink” 

Abraham Lincoln During Lincoln’s 
stint in the White House, the American 
temperance movement was starting to 
get fired up. “But, Lincoln supported a 
fella’s right to drink,” Burns says. “He 
regarded abstinence as fanaticism, and 

j therefore evil” And before freeing the 
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slaves, Honest Abe freed people’s 
inhibitions with his liquor license and 
ownership of several taverns. 

Paul Revere Revere tipped colonists 
off that the British were coming. But first 
he tipped back a few glasses of rum. 

“He could have been thirsty,” Burns 
speculates. “But it’s possible he wanted to 
calm his nerves and get his courage up 
before such a dangerous mission. He was 
able to remember ‘one if by land, two if by 
sea,’ so he couldn't have been too drunk.’ 

George Washington “Alcohol, 
at one time, played an important role on 
Election Day,” Burns says. “Washington 
lost his first bid for elective office [to the 
Virginia Assembly] in part because he 
didn’t buy enough booze for voters.’ Two 
years later, he won with the help of 144 
gallons of rum, wine and beer. “Without 
booze,” Burns says, “his entire political 
career might have been thwarted”

A. | would definitely have to say that having the opportunity

“Everybody carried a gun and 
everybody drank,” says Terri 
Geissinger, a senior aid in the state 
park that now encompasses the 
abandoned town. “There were lots 
of shootouts. The old joke is that the 
Bodie men were never good shots, 


because usually it was the innocent 


bystanders who got hit.” The town 


even had its own vigilante group 
~ called the 601. That stood for six feet 
_under, zero trials and one rope. 


But after four years of fun, the 
boom wound down. “The mines filled 
with water,” Geissinger says. “It 
wasn’t profitable to keep mining.” 

People fled town so quickly 
that they left many of their 
personal belongings behind. “A 
lot of these guys couldn't afford 

the animals to pack up and move 
out,” Geissinger says. “They just 
walked out of town.” 

Today, Bodie is the largest unre- 
stored ghost town in the West. 
Dishes still-sit on tables and dusty 

products line store shelves. “There 
are bottles sitting on the bar, waiting 
for one more slug,” Geissinger 

says. Old West backwash—now

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The father of infomercials on groupies, George Foreman and turning chicken into millions 
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You're always on TV. What's the 
most you've made in an hour? 
The other day someone gave me 
acheck for $55 million for selling my 
company. That was a nice hour. But 
my best sales hour was probably 
$500,000 on QVC. The numbers for 
selling retail on TV are much larger 
than wholesale. Sell 7 million rotis- 
series with a retail price of $200 and 
you've got a nice chunk of change. 
How much money have you made? 
My bank account has more than $100 
million in it and the taxes are paid. 
Level with us: Are shipping and 
handling costs inflated? 


They're costs the buyer has to deal | 


with. When oil prices go up, it gets 
passed on tothe shippers, who then 
raise their prices. We can’t change 
our commercials overnight to reflect 
that. That would cost $50,000. So, 
we add a little into shipping and 
handling to compensate. It’s a small 
hedge. We're not gouging. 

What's your best-selling product? 
The rotisserie. Most of the success- 
ful products in retail run at about 
$100 million in sales. The rotisserie 
is over $1 billion. In Utah we sella 
ton of food dehydrators because the 
Mormon religion says they have to 
store food for a rainy day. 

What’s your favorite product? 
Whatever I’m working on at the 
time. My philosophy is that if I’m 
working on a product and some- 
thing better comes along, Iimmedi- 
ately move to the new product. It 
could be developed more easily and 
possibly have more profitability. 
That happened recently with the 
turkey fryer. I was in the middle of 
creating an indoor smoker—people 
love smoked food, but there’s no 
product for the home that will pre- 
vent that smell from permeating 
your furniture. Then I saw the turkey 
fryer: 2 million people have one, but 
they‘re dangerous. I’m about 90 per- 
cent of the way there with the fryer. 

How much have you spent on your 

TV spots? 

I’ve been on TV every day for the 
past seven years. Inthose years I've 
spent more than $300 million on air

The 
infomercials have an entertainment 
value to them. Nielsen did a study 
for CNBC. On a Sunday at 4 p.m., 
CNBC replaced their usual program- 
ming with my hair-spray infomercial 
and the audience doubled. 

Did you reject any catch phrases 

before you came up with “But 


| wait—there’s more!”? 
Everything I say in my sales is | 


unscripted, so I actually had no idea 
that line was going to come out of 
my mouth before the infomercial. 
Are your infomercial audiences 
fans or do you pay them? 
We supply them with lunch and $50. 
Everyone gets a machine prior to 
coming to the shoot. What good is 
having an audience that’s going to 
know nothing about the product? 
Do you break out a rotisserie and 
personally cook their lunch? 
No, But I cook. I’ve known my wife 
for 13 years. She hasn't made me 
breakfast, lunch or dinner in all that 
time. Everyone’s afraid to cookin 
my kitchen because it’s something 
Iknowa lot about. 
How much meat is in your refrig- 
erator at one time? 
Tons. Right now you'd find four 
chickens and a variety of fish. 
What's the biggest fish you've ever 
caught with the Pocket Fisherman? 
An eight-pound salmon. 
Have you ever purchased someone 
else’s product off an infomercial? 
Yes. There are some good products 
out there that aren’t mine. For 
example, Tony Robbins is a very 
credible guy and one of the few 
people I admire in this particular 
business. I hate people who sell 
remedies I believe are bullshit. 
You versus George Foreman ina 
sell-off: Who would win? 
It depends. George Foreman is a 
salesman. He had nothing to do with 
that grill. He was paid an inordinate 
amount of money—$138 million— 
just for his name and face. I had 
something to do with his grill. The 
chairman of the company that 
makes it showed it to me before 
Foreman was involved. I said, “Put 


that on TV and you'll die a horrible 

death. It’s a great item, but make it 

bigger.” He made a bigger one and 
it’s their biggest-selling product. 
Did you ever have sales groupies? 

Sure. Inthe 1950s I had a counter in 

Woolworth’s in Chicago. There were 

always 150 people watching me dur- 

ing lunch. I met my first wife there. 

If you're reasonably good-looking, 

you get that. It’s nice that people 

recognize you. Some people are 
obsessed with “How can I be like 
you?” I don’t think they know my 
background. I don’t think they'd 
like baking a potato ona stick over
